On 3/3/20 the caregiver struck Logan in the head for misbehaving. She said he was being aggressive. She has a 
history of hitting Logan and leaving marks or injuries on him. The caregiver has been told that she cannot put her 
hands on him. She has bi-polar and when she gets upset she will get into altercations with him and will hit him 
because she says she will not just sit there and let him hit her. Recently He was also holding a knife to his 
caregiver when he was talking about wanting to kill Nicholas. There are concerns for both the caregiver and 
Logan's safety due to the violence between each other. 


There is concern because Logan is extremely violent, he jumps out into traffic, and disassociates. He is 
threatening the elderly father of the caregiver's husband. He was just started on Seroquel during his baker act. 
Logan has repeatedly hurt Nicholas by leaving marks and injuries on him. He has pushed him down, knocked him 
over, and hit him. Nicholas was just baker acted for homicidal ideation. He was saying he wanted to kill Nicholas 
because he wants to get rid of him so he can be the only child. He also said he was having sexual fantasies 
about stabbing children. There is extra concern due to Logan being sexually abused by his father. 


There is domestic violence in the home. The caregiver's husband has been arrested multiple times for domestic 
violence on the caregiver. One time Logan stepped in between the caregiver and her husband right before he 
tried to strike her. A few days ago the husband tried to run the car off of the road with Logan in the car. Nicholas 
was not in the car for that incident he was in the hospital with an illness. 


- Nicholas has PTSD, psychosis, and possibly other mental health. He is very manipulative. He is not rooted in 
-reality and is somewhere else. What he says cannot be trusted.

iv What is the extent of the maltreatment? 


What surrounding circumstances accompany the alleged maltreatment, precipitating events, history? 
Summary of Allegations 

On March 3, 2020 The Florida Abuse Hotline received a report alleging that the caregiver struck Logan in the head for 
misbehaving. She said he was being aggressive. She has a history of hitting Logan and leaving marks or injuries on him. The 
caregiver has been told that she cannot put her hands on him Recently he was also holding a knife to his caregiver when he 
was talking about wanting to kill Nicholas. There are concems for both the caregiver and Logan's safety due to the violence 
between each other. There is concern because Logan is extremely violent, he jumps out into traffic, and disassociates. He is 
threatening the elderly father of the caregiver's husband. He was just started on Seroquel! during his baker act. Logan has 
repeatedly hurt Nicholas by leaving marks and injuries on him. He has pushed him down, knocked him over, and hit him. 
Nicholas was just baker acted for homicidal ideation. He was saying he wanted to kill Nicholas because he wants to get rid of 
him so he can be the only child. He also said he was having sexual fantasies about stabbing children. There is extra concern 
due to Logan being sexually abused by his father. There is domestic violence in the home. The caregiver's husband has been 
arrested multiple times for domestic violence on the caregiver. One time Logan stepped in between the caregiver and her 
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caregiver to handle and was putting the other child in the home in danger. The child was then placed in a different home. 
There was a previous domestic violence incident which is said to be isolated. The child, Logan Prater is no longer in the 
home. The child's basic and essential needs are being met. 


V. Safety Analysis Summary 


The children are deemed safe. There are no signs to indicate there is physical abuse occurring. The child was hitting his head 
on the washer, because he was mad and the caregiver placed her hand between the washer and the child's head to prevent - 
him from hurting himself.

Nature of Maltreatment 


Logan Prater (13) presented with no physical marks, bruises, and/or injuries indicative of abuse. The child states he was 
recently placed under a baker act a few days ago because he was told that he pushed a kid down. Once released the foster 
mother had introduced new rules and he did not agree and felt they were unfair and biased. He then verbalized to the foster 
mother the rules wasn't fair so she got upset put him in the corner and smacked him beside his head he then sat up against 
the wall as told; the foster mother then smacks him again beside the head which really hurt. The foster mother then called in 
the report to law enforcement and the case manager. Rules wasn't fair as he couldn't go past the kitchen and the other kids 
were allowed to and he wasn't allowed to hang around the other kids. Once case manager arrived the foster mother was 
yelling at the case manager. She has hit him in the past with her hand mostly. She was also aggressive with the foster father 
by throwing things at him such as metal. Child states the foster parents are physically aggressive with each other, by pushing 
and shoving and hitting, 1-2x a week and has been occurring since his placement in the home. Foster mother is physically 
aggressive with him since he was last baker acted in Sept 2019. Child denies the allegations of the foster father running off 
the road with him in the car. He and Nicholas argue all the time, denies he has been physical with Nicholas but states 
Nicholas has hit him. Child denies he has jumped out in traffic and states on that date the foster parents were trying to grab 
him but he did not wish to be touched and told them but they continued so he put one foot back onto the road; he denies any 
traffic was passing at the time. Child advised he doesn't like to be touched after being bullied so much in the past. 


CPIT met with the child Nicholas Galli (2) who appeared to be clean and free of any marks or bruises. He presented to be 
very shy. He was unable to be interviewed due to his age and vocabulary. 


The caregiver Melissa Galli was non relative placement for the child Logan Prater, she reported that she is the caregiver to 
two children Logan Prater (13) and Nicholas Galli (2). The child Logan was removed from her home on March 2, 2020 due to 
his behaviors. The child was then placed in different placement. The child Logan is said to be aggressive and hurts the other 
child in the home. She reported that on March 3, 2020 Logan was trying to hurt Nicholas and others in the home. He started to 
hit his head on the washing machine and that is when Mellissa placed her hand between his head and the washing machine 
so he would not hurt herself. She denied that she was hitting him but strictly trying to prevent him from hurting himself. She 
then called his case manager and law enforcement. The child Logan has been previously baker acted in May 2019. She 
advised Logan gets in these moods if he does not get his way and acts out. She reported he has heled up knives before and 
pushed and his the child Nicholas. She reported that he is very difficult to handle and is a threat to her family. She reported 
she has told the child Case Manager multiple times about his behaviors. She reports her normal form of discipline is taking 
way electronics and usually redirecting card. She denied she is physical with the children, denied spanking the children. She 
advised that there was a domestic violence incident in November with Jason Eccles in the past, where he pushed her. She 
reported here has not been any other incidents since, and they will get into small "normal couple" incidents. She reported that 
Jason has never pushed the child in the road. She stated there was a time where Logan was running into the road and Jason 
grabbed him by the arm to prevent that from happening. She reported she has tried her best to provide for the child Logan but 
believes a different placement for him would be better, because she feels her family is in danger when Logan was in the 
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home.

CPI spoke to the paramour Jason Eccles who resides in the home. He denied that he or Mel > the 
children. Normal discipline is timeout. He reported that on March 3, 2020 Logan was acting out and he starting to hit his head 
on the washing machine and Melissa put her hand between the washer and the child's head. He reported she was trying to 
prevent him from getting hurt. He reported that he and Melissa have has one DV incident in the past and nothing since. 


Morise Clark resides in the home and is Melissa's father. Morise denied any knowledge of any physical discipline going on in 
the home. He denied that Melissa gets physical with the children. He denied anyone getting physical with the children. He 
advised he has no concerns for the children in the care of Melissa. 


__ CPIT spoke to Dawn who is Nicholas teacher at Story Book Too preschool and she reported no concerns for the child or the 
‘mother. She has never seen anything alarming and the child appears to be well taken care of.

~The children both attend Pediatric Associates. The child Nicolas was last seen on March 12, 2020. He is up to date on visits. 
_ There are no concerns for abuse or neglect for the child. The child Logan was last seen at the pediatric January 28, 2020. He 
is due for a well check in July. There are concems of abuse or neglect. The further information or concerns.

There was no criminal action taken in this case. The children did that appear with any injuries. It appeared that the caregiver 
was trying to prevent the child form hurting himself. 


- CPI spoke with Logan's case manager, Faith Frankel. Faith states that there were concerns for the other household members 
-due to Logan's behavior. He has been violent towards the others and has threatened them often. He was Baker Acted 
previously after threatening others with a knife. Due to his behavior, Faith, removed Logan from the home on March 3, 2020 
and an emergency hearing was heled. 


Priors ' 

The family has an extensive Departmental history linked. Jason's history as a child is insignificant with only two reports of him 
as only a child in the home. However, in 2002, Jason was the parent/caregiver on a report for the death of his first son, though 
there were no indicators. The child passed away while sleeping and the autopsy was indeterminate. The history then jumps to 
2012 against Logan's mother, Jennifer Bradley. That year, there were three reports against the mother, culminating in his 
removal for verified findings of environmental hazards, inadequate supervision, and substance misuse, as well as not 
substantiated findings of sexual abuse. He was placed with an aunt, Courtney Rutledge, who had reports against her from 
2014 and 2019 with concerns for Logan. In 2019, Courtney refused to continue to care for Logan, labeling him a "budding 
psychopath,” which led to an emergency piacement with Melissa and Jason. Nicholas' history also shows that he is not 
Melissa's child but his mother, April Hammond, is not involved. Implications for child safety based on this history are 
moderate. The current caregivers do not have much against them, though consideration is given regarding growing concerns 
for the older child's mental health. 


Findings: The case is closing with no findings of environmental hazards, no findings of physical injury and no findings of 
household violence threatens child.
